MAY PROSECUTE THE ELISOR. 


Beattyville. Ky.. July 17.—{Special.}— 
James Hargis and Ed Callahan were 
to-day acquitted of the charge of mur¬ 
dering Jkmes B. Marcum. The verdict 
which was reached In twenty-two min¬ 
utes after the case wns submitted to 
the Jury this morning, fairly stunned 
those engaged In the prosecution. Har- 
gis and Callahan and their attorneys 
did not appear to be astonished. The 
defendants shook hands with the 
friends who stood nearby, while the 
widow of the murdered attorney fell 
back in her seat and her frame shook 
with soba. 

The jury filed down stairs and In a 
few minutes most of them returned to 
the court room and spoke to the defend¬ 
ants. Almost to a man they attrib¬ 
uted their quick action to W. A. Young, 
chief counsel for the prisoners, who 
made a masterly defense.

W. B. Hawkins, one of the most act¬ 
ive and enthusiastic organisers of the 
company, stated this e\’en1ng that while 
the company had failed In its highest 
object, that of placing the market in 
the hands of the planters themselves, 
that It had Indirectly accomplished the 
ultimate end of securing better prices 
for the crops. He said that the aver¬ 
age for the 1903 crop was eight cents, 
and through the agitation of the com¬ 
pany the 1904 crops had averaged about 
ten cents. The company has stock¬ 
holders In every burley-produclng 
county of Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana, 
and was organized among the farmers 
with the plan of controlling the prices 
of burley tobacco.

REBATE CASES TO BE TRANS¬ 
FERRED TO CHICAGO. 


COURT DECIDES IT IS WITHOUT 
JURISDICTION. 


INVESTIGATION IN NEW YORK. 


Cleveland, July 17.—*rhe Federal 
grand Jury, which has been in session 
here ln\'estlgatlng alleged violations of 
the Interstate commerce laws and 
antl-rallrood rebate laws, adjourned 
this afternoon without bringing any in- 
dlctmenta. The Investigation was di¬ 
rected particularly concerning the 
Standard Oil Company and the Lake 
Shore Railroad Company, and was the 
result of testimony of witnesses be¬ 
fore the Jntcrstkte Commerce Commis¬ 
sion here recently. The failure to re¬ 
turn Indictments It It ofndally stated, 
was due to the fact that the Investiga¬ 
tion developed the fact that the court 
here w-os without Jurisdiction of the 
alleged offenses upon which testimony 
waa given, and that all of the evidence 
secured here Is to be transferred to the 
Federal officials at Chicago, w’here the 
coses are u> be prosecuted. Following 
the discharge of the grand Jury to-day 
w'hich made no report. District Attor¬ 
ney Sullivan told: 

“We suspended the Inquiry because 
we are through with oUr witnesses.” 

Further than that, Mr. Sullivan 
would not discuss tho matter.

Farmers Taking Up “Silk 
Stocking" Plans. 


YDUNGEST CIVIL WAR HERO. 


Washington, July 17.— [Special.] — 
After several years of experiment Che 
Department of Agriculture feels that 
It has solved the problem of tobacco 
selection and Increasing the yield per 
acre from seed grown on the some 
ground where the crop Is raiaed. This 
season practically all the tobacco rais¬ 
ers of the Connecticut valley, of Vir¬ 
ginia. Marybxnd, Kentucky and Ten¬ 
nessee and most of those In Florida 
and a good many In all the other to¬ 
bacco Btisies have accepted the plan 
that the department has w'orkid out 
for them in tho past four years. They 
are saving their choice seed under pa¬ 
per bags to prevent contamination of 
the pollefl. and no the most carefully 
managed plantations the farmers aro 
raising tobacco crops that bid fair to 
double the yield of the average previ¬ 
ous years. This year Is the first time 
that the method Is being freely tried on 
a big scale. In fhet, the “silk stocking 
farmers" of the department had a good 
deal of opposition to contend against 
wheai they first went into the field. And 
even after their methods were proved a 
success, and many of the farmers were 
sating and protecting their seeds un¬ 
der paper bags, there were many plant¬ 
ers who w*ere seemingly oahamed to 
climb aboard the band wagon, and who 
did protect some of the best seed, but 
did It in a little patch somewhere off 
out of sight of the road. But ths thing 
Is now a practical success, and Is be¬ 
ing adopted all over the tobacco belt, 
while three farms around Washington 
are examples of which the department 
is particularly proud. The results aa 
a rule are to about double the produc¬ 
tion of a tobacco plantation and to 
make a better and more even grade of 
leaf. PV>r Inerence. seven or eight hun¬ 
dred pounds of tobacco to an acre was 
ahout the average yield of a Maryland 
field under the old hit and miss sys¬ 
tem. The new selected fields cut as 
much as 1,200 or even 1.400 pounds to 
the acre, and H Is dei'Idedly better to¬ 
bacco. 


Improving the Quality, 


THREE PERSONS DIE OF 

HEAT IN NEW YORK. 


Back of the seed selection for a b!f 
yield there Is the question of Improving 
the quality, and this Is l>elng done by 
selecting seed from particular plants 
rhat^have the desired quality In the 
size and shape of the leaf, and the 
proper “burn** aronm, and what some 
of the more Intimate breeding and se¬ 
lecting are doing may be shown In the 
tobacco raised In Florida. This Is 
largely wxapper tobacco for cigars, and 
the Sumatra seed has been Ijytported, 
bred and w'orked over till a plant Is 
being produced that Is almost a new 
type of tobacco. Reports that have 
been made to the department say that 
plants from the selected seed bear from 
twenty-five to twenty-six workable 
leaves, against sixteen or seventeen 
leaves on the old plants. This tobacco 
Is grown under artificial shade, and is 
expensive to raise, but It sells for about 
sixty contB per pound up, so that It 
Is easy to see that such an Increase 
means a great deal to the farmer. Seed 
I selection In the lobacoo business la 
I now a thoroughly established practice. 
The virtue of It Is to be seen sJnrKMit

The Alcohol Law. 

According to the Acting ComnUMlon- 
#r of Internal Rex’^ntie, the rcigulaiiong 
authorised by the denatured alcohol 
law are now being prepared. They will 
not be ready for general dlairlbullon 
until October 1. There hat been no 
change In the law relating to the 
ner in which alcohol may be manufac¬ 
tured. Persona who desire to manu¬ 
facture dlslIUed spirits for any pur¬ 
pose, must comply with all the pr^ 
visions of the law relating to the set¬ 
ting up of distilleries and the operation 
of same. The dlsilllery must be con¬ 
structed In the manner now prescribed 
by the law' and the regulations. The 
usual distiller s bond mutt be gl\«n. 
the distillery must be surveyed by a 
duly authorised officer: a dlsilllory 
warehouse must be established; a store¬ 
keeper-gauger, or a «torekeej»er and a 
gauger, must be assigned to duty at 
the distillery; the product must be en¬ 
tered in a distillery bonded warehouse, 
and In fact, all Uie provisions of the 
law relating to ih^ setting up and the 
operation of registered distilleries, the 
manufacture of distilled spirits at such 
distilleries, and the depositing of such 
spirits In dlstillw bonded warehouses 
must be compiled with. The new law 
sln^ply provides that alcohol, at 
prm»f as may be dtlermlned, may be 
w'lthdrat^m in such manner that ii 
cannot be used as a beverage or In ihe 
manufacture of liquid medicinal prep¬ 
arations.

NO WORD FROM DORSEY. 

Ooremor Hears Nothing From Spe¬ 
cial Judge in Hargia Caae. 


New York. July 17.—The Committee 
of Trustees of the Mutual lAfe insur¬ 
ance Company appointed to nominate 
a new board of trustees to be voted for 
at the annual meeting of the company 
In December, made Its final report to¬ 
day. and In doing so disclosed the fact 
thot Henry H. Rogers and Wlllkim 
Rockefeller had withdrawn from fur¬ 
ther connection with that body. In 
seeking from President Peabody the 
cause of this action on the part of 
the Standard Oil Interests, Mr. Peabody 
gave out H porsoiuU letter from Mr. 
Rogers, upon which he eald he would 
make no comment. In this letter Mr. 
Rogers aild: 

When ih«' trouble c&me upon the com¬ 
pany 1 foil It iny duty as a trustee 
to stand by and do anything I could of 
service to my fellow members and poli¬ 
cyholders. 1 believe I have rendered some 
assistance. 

The statement lias been frequently 
made that I caused your election to Ihe 
presidency of the Mutual Company. No 
one knows belter than you how false this 
Is. You know that I Imd bpt the slight¬ 
est acquaintance with you before your 
election; tiisi 1 never exchanged a word 
with you respecting your candidacy, nor 
was 1 In any sense the Inspiring cause 
of your selection. 

Apparently the people who are most ac¬ 
tive In I heir hostility to the present ad- 
mlnlstrstiim are using the fact of ray con¬ 
nection with the Standard OH Company 
as a ground for rrltlclsm. While this U 
a sufficient reason for my refuieil to be a 
candidate for trustee, since uo one has a 
right to put such large Interests In jeop¬ 
ardy for the sake Of achieving a pmonsl 
vlndlentlon. It Is-yet true that, aside from 
the relations of Mr William Rockefeller 
snd mysH/ os policyholders and tnisfees.

MURDER AND PILLAGE REPORT¬

MANY VAST ESTATES BURNED. 


BL Petersburg. July 17.—Threats of 
police strike nearly caused a panic here 
to-day. and though the strike has been 
portpened, the danger cannot be said 
to hnv© entirely posaed. The ontensl- 
ble busts of police discontent is mone¬ 
tary. including the accounting of the 
men’s saving fund, for which It Is al¬ 
leged they have not been allowed In¬ 
terest. The authorities, hoxvever, de¬ 
clare that the trouble was inspired by 
agitators. 

The gendarmes of the First district 
this morning refused to go* on their 
beats until authoritatively assured that 
their money would be paid with full 
Interest. Tlie captain tried to pacify 
the men with assurances that every¬ 
thing xx'ould be satisfactorily arranged 
but they would not listen to him. They 
then marched to the flecond district. 
Where they Induced their comrades to 
Join them. Cossacks were summoned 
and the police were surroundefl and 
threatened xx’lth arrest, but they held 
out until the (’hlef of Police assured 
them that their demands would be In¬ 
vestigated and all wrongs righted. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the 
police officials to quiet their fears, the 
ptNiple are tn terror lest the lawless 
element abounding here should take 
advantage of the situation.

The French Lick Decision. 

It is always unfortunate when s case 
in court la complicated with polltloe. 

In the matter of the chargee.against 
the French Lick Hotel, there Is a dis- 
poelUon to confound Toro Taggart as 
hotel-keeper with Tom Taggart as 
chairman of the Oemocrallc National 
Committee. Partisan newspapers take 
a spe<!Jal Interest in the case on ac¬ 
count of tl\e defendant's political rela¬ 
tions. But it is simply a case which 
presents to the court oertatn questions 
which must be passed upon as matters 
of law. 

The State of Indiana Instituted quo 
warranto proceedings against the 
French Lick Springs praying for the 
appointment of a receiver and an In¬ 
junction against gambling. Gambling 
is against the law of Indiana, and this 
sort of pn>ceedlng to enforce the law 
teems unusq^l. There may be rea¬ 
sons based upon the law .of Indiana to 
justify It. but It roust be owned that It 
la peculiar. The hotel company came 
and demurred on the triple ground 
that the District Attorney la not the 
proper relator for the State, thaf the 
State has not a legal oapeclty to sue. 
and that the ailcgatlona/of the State 
are not sufflclent to constitute a cause 
oli action. Judge Busklrk overruled the 
first two grounds of demurrer, or. In 
other words, decided that the State has 
a right to sue and that the District At¬ 
torney is a proper retatoc. or may sue 
In the name of the State; but he sus¬ 
tained the third ground of demurrer— 
that the Bute failed to state a legal 
cause of action. 

The case seems to turn on the volun- 
litry aasociatlona act of 1201. which la 
not set out in the opinion, so that It 
is impossible to judge of the corrert- 
nees of the decision. So far as an In* 
juiictlon la conoemed. it appears that 
the gambling apparatus hea been 
seised, that there la at present no gam¬ 
bling. so that the need of aii lnjux»ctlos 
to prevent w’hat Is not now doing La 
n^'^t so evident The Attorney General 
feels sure that the Supreme 09brt will 
reverse the deciaicMi. azMl we ehall 
hive to look to that tribunal for an 
euthorttatlve dedsiOD. It esema a case 
which involvea technloai po4nta as to 
the law . and these may not go to the 
very root of the ceae. But it la only 
In a legal tribunal that such questions 
can be effectively argued, and the po¬ 
litical bearings ma^ wc4! be left out of 
the judiodal procecdJnga 

SO far aa political questhms go. the 
New Tork Press, a stalwart Republican 
organ, ahoww that there are other 
hearts that will ache. After assailing 
TAggart and comparing him with Can- 
field, the New York gambler. It says: 

**Iildeed. Toro Taggart deserves soma 
ere<1U for the equlrmlng which Indicates 
Ms respect for public opinion. Mr. Cortel- 
you could leem aomethlng from the rival 
chairman In that regard, although there 
'was a time when the smallest charge af- 
.feeling the Postmaster General National 
Chairman drew hts ever-reedy fire of pub. 
Hetty. UheJrman Cortelyou has not seen 
fit to notice the persistent charge that, in 
morals If not In law, he Is a receiver of 
atulon money. And U la really of more 
^nsequence to the American public that 
a Postmaster General should sUy dumb 
junder such an accusation, clinging to hla 
c:*ablnet seat with such a taint on him. 
than It is that a person holding the purely 
,unofllciaJ place of chairman of a cam- 
palgf^ commlttae happens to be a gambler 
for gain." 

Everything considered, both parties 
may well afford to allow' the courts of 


Indiana to settle this question on Its 
merits without to'ing It from a political 
stajid point 

The South at a Debating Ground. 

The most notable change which has 
taken place In tho relations between 
the two sections of the country alnce 
the war la the Increased attention giv¬ 
en by the people of tha North to the 
South in all relations, social, industrial 
and political. The change came In the 
order named, the outgrowth of the 
friendly relations which existed Mdore 
the war, the IrKermarrlago of families 
and the annual visits of tourists from 
the respective sections. The Industrial 
movement came later aa Northern cap¬ 
ital was gradually attracted to the 
South by the opportunity offered In tho 
establishment of cotton mills In closer 
proximity to the raw material. In the 
extension of railroads southward and 
in the attraction of capital by the Iron, 
coal and other mineral rosources there. 
Through this means and tho entorpriao 
of the South. In iU own development, 
together with its varied agricultural 
productions In such staples as cotton, 
sugar and rlco, the South has attained 
a degree of prosperity comparod with 
Its depleted condition after the war 
only a little short of phenomenal. New 
Orleans has become a rival of New 
York in the export of grain, and In the 
number of its spindles and the quantl 
ty of cotton manufactured into yams 
and cloth the South now rivals the 
North with the prospect of surpassing 
It at an early day. If it not already 
done so. 

Rut the last phase of the change 
which seems to Imply the obliteration 
of the old lines of demarcation and 
the barrier raised by the Civil War has 
but recently manifested Itself. It is 
true that President McKinley. In a 
brief tour through the South. sp«>ke 
words at Atlanta and some other points 
which breathed something of the old 
spirit of brotherly love which existed 
before Che war. But there was no 
almllar occasion on which the people 
of the South felt moved to break 
their long reser\’e and accept the ten¬ 
der of a hearty fraternity uqfll Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt. In his noted tour from 
Washington to New Orleans last au¬ 
tumn. spoke such words of cordial 
friendship, and for the first time made 
the whole people of the South feel 
that they were thoroughly rehabilitat¬ 
ed and regarded as upon a common 
plane with those of the North. This, 
It Is true- was not strictly a political 
but a socdal occasion, but it was none 
the less valuable In Its results in paving 
the way for a more disUmjt political 
afilllatlon. 

Tho pioneer In this political move¬ 
ment has undoubtedly been Judge 
Taft, w'ho visited the South, not aa 
the pro()agandlst of radical ideas which 
form the basis of organisation for the 
Republican element. there chiefly 
valuable for the votes It casts In na¬ 
tional conventions, but for a face to 
face talk with the people of the South 
on the broader fundamental principles 
such as he or some pronounced candi¬ 
date for the Republican nomination 
might wish to present for the consid¬ 
eration of the Southern people. The 
respectful attetitlon gi\*en him and the 
wide publication of hts view's In the 
South, while not Indicative of any spe¬ 
cial effect in the way of making con¬ 
verts. go to disprove the existence 
of an Intolerant spirit among the 
Southern people. 

This experience of Judge Taft In 
North Carolina seCms to have sertad 
as an encouragement to other speak¬ 
ers. the most notable of whom Is Jus¬ 
tice David J. Rrewrer. of the Supreme 
Court, who last week delivered an ad- 
drees at Texarkana, at the joint ses¬ 
sion of the Arkansas and Texas Bar 
Associations, which was received with 
enthusiastic appreciation knd approval. 
It is true it w'as a political speech^ but 
an address upon the const ituthmoJ 
prlnc:ple8 defining the relatljns b tween 
the Federal and State Governments. 
Surprise was expressed that Judge 
Brewer, who is a resident of Kansas 
and a Republican by affiliation, should 
give expression to such sound Demo¬ 
cratic views In his criticism of 
the proposal for Federal regula¬ 
tion of vaiiouA matters advo¬ 
cated during the recent session of 
Congre^ He rebuked the widely ex¬ 
isting Idea, as shown during the last 
susfdon of Congress, that the Federal 
Government liad power over marriage 
and divoroe or the contention that Con¬ 
gress can Impose qualiflcatlpns for the 
oflloe of United States Senator In ad¬ 
dition to the quailficwtlons named in 
the Constitution, and the claim that be- 
cause some Industries make articles for 
Interstate commerce, the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment can Invade the State and as¬ 
sume control of such Industries In 
short, the able addresa worthy of be¬ 
ing reproduced in full, is but an epl- 
tome of Democratic principles from be¬ 
ginning to end. and uttered with no 
view to political preferment. 

Tlie last exhibition of this renewal of 
IntersectlonaJ exchange of opitvion is 
furnished In the account of the speech 
of Williams Travers Jerome In Atlanta, 
Cki-. before the House of Representa- 
Uves, follow'ed by the adoption., of a 
resolution Indorsing Jerome and Folk 
as the ticket for llKMl. After this there 
1 can be no question as tq the cordiality 
with which speakers frbm the North 
will be received In the South. And 
naturally w*hUe there is a greater lean¬ 
ing toward Democratic speakers, if 
there is one in the Kepublioan ranks 
w ho can In plain terms define the Re¬ 
publican doctrines, eliminating its prln- 
clpiei from the conflicting tenets held 
by BO many different persons claiming 
to be leaders of the party, ho can be 
assured of the most respectful atten¬ 
tion. The fact Is the South wants to 
know what are the principles upon 
which the Republican party bases Its 
claim for continuance In control of the 
Government. And whether they are 


broad dnough to be proclaimed from 
the stump In the South as w’eil as the 
North. 


The Decisioxi of Mr. Stokea 

It Is a great relief to know, at last, 
just where J. O. Phelps Stokes stands. 
Countless millions have lost so much 
sleep In their anxiety over hie political 
affiliations that his announcement that 
he has definitely and unequIvocaRy 
decided to become a real Socialist al¬ 
lays all uncertainty, and now they may 
sleep eight hours a day and eat three 
hearty meals w'lthout difficulty. 

It makes no difference that his final 
choice fell upon Socialism. It woufd 
have made little difference, except to 
the jealous parties he spurned, had Mr. 
Stokes become a Republican, or An¬ 
archist. or Prohlblllonlit, or Somnam¬ 
bulist. It warn the dreadful doubt that 
brought suspense to the public. And 
now It Is over, for the great statesman, 
theorist and thinker has made up hla 
mind. 

Now that he has with such muscu¬ 
lar force decided on his politics, Mr. 
Stokes hurls his views at the public 
with becoming vigor. The wrords fly 
from his fountain-pen as though pro¬ 
pelled by a nlnely-nlne-hortc power, 
three-ply. double-distilled combustion 
engine. They are both symmetrical 
and robust. "Hitherto,” says Mr. 
Stokes. "X have refrained from co-op¬ 
erating with tho Socialist parly, owing 
to the Intense bltieniftb and Ul-wlll 
manifested by many Socialists toward 
nearly all persons who approve and 
support the capitalist system, and ow¬ 
ing to what seemed to me the groes 
materisilsm, economic and otherwise, 
of very many Soclallsta” Evldenily, 
however, his vision has cleared. In¬ 
stead of beholding wbal he calls the 
"gross materialism,” a most vicious In¬ 
gredient which nearly approaches 
envy, hatred and malice, he now sees 
Socialism In all Us Idealistic, beatific 
radiance. Now It takes on the glamour 
of a vast, gorgeous dream, a spectac¬ 
ular phantasy, a glittering phantom too 
spiritual for earth. These are not his 
phrases, to be sure, but tlSe pendulum 
of hlB thoughts, swinging sway from 
"gross materialism.” needs must go to 
the other extreme. 

Continues the renowned Decider: 

"Honest and earnest men and women by 
hundreds of thousands suffer privation 
and want although surroundsd by pros¬ 
perity and plenty, and ow'e their suffer¬ 
ings chiefly to the monopolisation of the 
land and of the machinery of production 
by the few exclusively for the purpose of 
private gain; access to the land and ma¬ 
chinery being denied, unless the workers 
will produce enough not merely for their 
; own support, but for the maintenance of 
the Idle and luxurious as well. This Is, to 
my mind, a great Injustice and one that 
denuinds early remedy." 

Mr. Stokes' words are enoygh to 
make every cowardly capitalist de¬ 
spise himself at once and hurry into 
the tall Wfx>da immediately afterward. 
They bum, they excoriate, they stxsle. 
They are particularly deadly because. 
In tho first place, they emanate from 
Mr. Stokes, and. In the second, they 
come from a Socialist who knows all 
about tho horrors of the present sys¬ 
tem. For. Is he not the son of a cap¬ 
italist? Is he not a beneficiary of the 
millions of dollars accumulated by 
his capitalistic father? Is he not 
President of the Nevada Central rail¬ 
road. the Woodbridge Company, the 
Haynes Company and the Austin Min¬ 
ing Company? Verily, he ia And he 
has not yet shown any signs of dis¬ 
tributing his wealth among hts friends 
In Socialistic fashion. Great Is Mr. 
Stokes. Versatile is Mr. Stokes, who, 
while enjoying the fruits of the cap¬ 
italistic system, can yet shout vocifer¬ 
ously for Socialism. The decision of 
such a genius was worth waiting fbr; 
w*hy It should cause sleepless nights in 
all quarters Is readily understood.

PAYS $24,900 FOR LAND. 


The American Tobacco Company ya»- 
tcrday afternoon cIosimI a deal by 
which the Bornwasaer property, ad¬ 
joining the preiumt holdings of the 
company at Thirtieth and- Walnut 
slreetii, and extending to Market 8tri>et, 
was purciiaaed at a cost of 124,000. The 
negotiations were conducted by John 
H. Uriind & Co. 

Another small parcel, 92x2riO feet, also 
was bought from the same Intervals for 
9900. This smaller plot of ground was 
hemmed In by the holdings of the 
American Tobacco Company. 

By the purchase made yeeterday the 
holdings of the American Tobacco 
Company are extended to Market 
street, where there Is a frontage of 400 
feet. The new purchase extends from 
Thirtieth street along Market street to 
the Southern railway tracks, and ex¬ 
tends back from 900 to 840 Test, follow'- 
Ing the railroad (racks, which curve 
slightly eastward south of Market 
street.

SARCOPHAGUS OPENED 

AT EMPEROR’S WISH. 


AJx La Chapelle. Prussia, July 17.— 
The sarcophagus of Charlemo^e was 
opened to-day at Emperor William's 
wish and In the presence of high dig¬ 
nitaries of the Catholic Church and 
provincial ofTlclals for the purpose of 
examining two precious cloths. These 
and other relics w'ere found to be In 
good condition. Three documents were 
found dated 1481. 148.i and 16S1. The 
older of the two fabrics dates back to 
the second half of the Tenth century 
and contains figures of four elephants. 
The other Is of the Tw'elfth century* 
The fabrics will be taken to Berlin, 
with Cardinal Fischer's permission by 
Prof. Lessing, director of the Royal 
Museum of Industrial Art. to be pho¬ 
tographed. and then returned and re^ 
placed In tho sarcophagus. Emperor 
William took a lively Interest In hav¬ 
ing the docqments removed for exam¬ 
ination. The sarcophagus w'ss first 
opened In the year 1000 by Emperor 
Otto IIL_

As 
a general ruts, the other clssse* are larger 
In the sense that they Include more companies 
than the firet, but of course, with lU large ag¬ 
gregate. itha firet class was sure to furnish ths 
heaviest tnersMea as an obsotute quantity 
However, the results or* quits different fmm 
a percentage point of view. I»oked at tn this 
way. It Is seen that the first class falls below 
the average and that the groups containing 
the roods of smollsr else bava much the better 
return of Increases in groaa earnings Beltrw 
ore given the Increoaeo.

Allowing for local considerations affecting 
cost of operation and also taking into occottnt 
the point* which Is undoubtedly true, that 
there has been a very large Increase of mile¬ 
age In the year that may not have been dla- 
trlbutd evenly through the classes. It would 

appear from the figures os If the smaller trac¬ 
tions affneded the best sp^ulatlve posslbUttlrs. 
It Is quite noticeable that each of ths four 
smaller clossea show Increases srell above th* 
average which was ociaalty expressed by ihe 
rranilts tn class No. 1. TTie meaning of this 
condition svidenlly Is that the smaller roads 
afford ths best opportunity of Internal expan¬ 
sion hy growth of the gross business and also 
the best prospect for development by expan¬ 
sion of mileage.

IN FIT OF LAUGHTER 


O. W. PHELPS MEETS DEATH IN 
STRANGE MANNER. 


Talking to Sister When Sudden End 
Comes. 


L AND N. FREIGHT CDNDUCTDR 


VVhllf In n fit of uncontrollable laugh¬ 
ter, George W. Phelps, a freight con¬ 
ductor on the Louisville and Nashaille 
railroad, between Louisville and Bowl¬ 
ing Qrecn. Ky., was stricken with heart 
failure and fell dead at the homo of 
his brother-in-law, n. F. Bacon, at 
Third avenue and T street, at 
o'clock ycBlerdoy morning. He was alt- 
Ung on the front steps with his sister 
and brother-ln-iaw w*hen he began to 
laugh long and heartily, and then, 
without uttering a word, he toppled 
over and w'as dead even before the 
members of his family reached him. 
Four physicians were called, and all 
pronouneefi death due to heart disease. 
Dr. Harris Kelly, the Coroner, was 
summoned. 

.Mr. Phelps had returned from a trip 
the night before hU death and was 
visiting his slater. He apparently was 
enjoying good health. Mr. Phelps was 
ihirty-flve years old and a native of 
Urbana, O. Twelve years ago he came 
to l>*uis\ille. and since that time has 
held a position with the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. He lived with his 
faudly at 3S37 Third avenue and Is sur¬ 
vived by biB wife and two children.

ALLEGED CGUNTERFEITER 
ARRESTED IN CINCINNATI 


That section of the recent revenue 
act prestcrib'.ng the manner In tvhlch 
liens, mortgage notee and Instruments 
! of H like nature shall be recorded was 
declared consiltutlonal by Judge Field 
yesterday in a decision delivered from 
the bench. Thomas W. Bullitt, repre¬ 
senting the Kentucky Title Company, 
and R. C. Shrader had brought two 
suits, one In the form of an nppllca- 
Uon for an Injunction and the other for 
a mandamus questioning the validity of 
the section. It provides that where the 
sale of a Hen note or mortgage Is made 
the seller must Incorporate In the 
transfer which goes to record the 
name and post-office address of the 
purchaser. If this Is not done, then 
the person or corpora tlon whose name 
appears of record os (he holder of the 
note or mortgage must be responsible 
for the taxes. 

Col. Bullitt argued that the portion 
of the law* which held the owner of 
record responsible for tajcadon was 
contrary to the bill of rights. In that 
It allowed the use of one person's prop¬ 
erty for the payment of another's 
debts. He also contended that the law 
Inierfercd with the conveyance and 
negotlahillty of paper, and that Its sub- 
jet't mailer was not set forth in Us 
caption. AH these contentions W'ere 
disputed by R.‘ W, Bingham. County 
Attorney, wliose view of the law's 
Hdlty W'as concurred In by Judge 
Field. _ 

Louis Coons Wants Bail. 

A motion for the release on ball of 
Ix>uls Coona charged with the murder 
of Thomas Varble. was argued before 
Judge Pryor yesterday. The evidence 
taken In the preliminary trial In the 
Police Court was substituted for oral 
proof. 

('’oons. who was a fireman for the 
Pennsylvania railroad, about a month 
ago shot and killed Varble, on engineer. 
The flghv occurred In the local round¬ 
house of the railroad. It Is said that 
they had a dispute over the condition 
of the engine, Varble blaming the de¬ 
fendant because the machinery was 
ffirty. It W'as contended for Coons that 
Varble was attacking him with a heavy 
wrench whe nhe fired a shot In self- 
defense. Joseph M. HufTaksr, for the 
Commonwealth, charged that the kill¬ 
ing was practlooJIy an assassination.

It w'Hl be Impossible to say to what ex¬ 
tent this excess will run. Discrimina¬ 
tion against certain districts In tho 
matter of construction aJso Is averred. 
Failure to apprise the members of the 
court of the conditions of contracts let 
Is charged. Another objection la the 
employment of an assistant without an 
authority from the court.
